“Automation will result 
in a higher standard of liv- 
ing due to increased pro- 
ductivity,” Dr. Virginia 
Belt, economics instructor, 
predicted in an interview 
today. 

Dr. Belt remarked that 
the student of today must 
prepare for an _ industry 
that furnishes service as fewer 


factory jobs will be available. 

In the field of accounting, for 
example, one machine, or system, 
is able to do the work of 150 
workers. Therefore, the man who 
only knows a limited amount 
about his field will find himself 
out of a job. 

Never Replace Man 

With the exception of the per- 
sonnel working in small business, 
the student will have to become 
highly skilled in his area so that 
he would be able to oversee the 
operation of the machines, ex- 
plained the instructor.

“Machines will never replace 
man,” continued Dr. Belt. “There 
will always be a_ need for 
highly skilled and trained per- 
sonnel to program the work of 
the machines. Furthermore, 
many trained workers are needed 
to produce the machines and 
keep the complicated systems 
working at maximum effici- 
ency.”

Steel-domed and inconspicuous, 
Santa Ana College’s Bishop Obser- 
vatory houses an eight-inch re- 
fractor telescope. 

Don astronomy students have 
used the observatory for 38 years. 
It was first used by students at the 
Lemon Heights home of the late 
attorney Clyde Bishop. 

Earthquake 

In 1933, an earthauake forced 
the college to move from the high 
school campus to a temporary site 
on Main St. After the destructive 
earthquake, the observatory was 
willed to the college by Bishop’s 
widow.

Bishop, an amateur astronomer 
himself, originally paid $25,000 
for the observatory. In the mid- 
20’s, at the time of Bishop’s' in- 
vestment, this was considered 
quite a chunk of money. 

Currently teaching astronomy 
at SAC is Dr. Walter Brooks. Dr. 
Brooks takes his classes to the ob- 
servatory twice a semester. 


Thousands of students have 
benefited from the observatory. 

View- 
ing is somewhat limited in the 
smog-encased Los Angeles area.

Having safely tucked away its 
second straight Eastern Confer- 
ence cross country title yester- 
day with a 42-64 win over Ful- 
lerton, Santa Ana now takes dead 
aim at the Southern California 
championships at Pierce Tuesday. 


Paced by the one-two finish of 
Bob Delaney and Jim Conlay, the 
Dons captured their third EC 
crown in four years. Following 
runner up Fullerton was _ host 
Orange Coast with 72, San Ber- 
nardino 74 and Citrus 123. 

Delaney, the former CIF large 
schools cross country king, found 
the transition from high school 
to college a simple one as he eas- 
ily bettered Wayne Van Dellens 
old record of 16:30 for the 3.2 
mile course with a new clocking 
of 15:56.4. Conlay and_ third 
place finisher Verne Sweetser of 
Orange Coast also broke the old 
record. Conlay’s time was 16:02. 

Delaney’s record breaking run 
was his second in two weeks. Last 
Friday Delaney led the Dons to a 
first place finish in the Orange 
Coast College-Westminster High 
School Invitational.
